The step-mother. and step-brother 
of.Chiu Yuk-fai, 24-year-old P.W.D.

Wong Hop, residing on _ the 
second floor of ‘No. 325, Reclamation 
| Street, said she saw accused and a 
woman going up to the top vacant 
flat. Immediately after, she heard 
shouts of “Save Life” in @ woman’s 
voice. 

Cross-examined by Mr. D’Almada, 
witness said that the door of the 
vacant flat was opened and closed 
by accused. - She recognised accus- 
ed. She had often seen him, and| 
was at his wedding ceremony. In 
reply to the Chief Justice, witness 
said that when accused closed the 
door he appeared to have seen that 
she was observing him. 


“SAVE LIFE” 


Wong Lai-chun, who’ resided on 
the floor beneath the vacant flat, 
testified’ that she heard shouts of 
“save life’ between 2 and 3 p.m. 
About 20 minutes Iater she gaw two 
men going up the stairs. One was 
earrying a ‘basket of charcoal. 
Later, smoke came into her flat. 
Accused told her that the smoke 
was due to attempts to light a fire 
with charcoal. 

The step-brother of accused, 
Chiu Chi-fong, said that at about 
4.20 p.m. he heard shouts of “Fire” 
and saw accused in.the kitchen, 
where there was a burning heap. 
Accused left hastily on hearing one 
of the firemen remark thatthe heap 
contained a dead body.
